Summer Bedding Roses For Cut Flowers 


The planting of Roses in the garden for summer cut flowers has become in recent years a large business. 
We sell as many as ten thousand or more plants to one concern for this purpose. The best proof that it is prof- 
itable is ee mck that the firms who first made the trial are increasing their plantings, while many others 
are going into it. : : 

The best results are obtained by planting G. & R. own root_two-and-one-quarter-inch pot plants. Time 
of planting should be governed by the locality (in our vicinity May ist to 10th). Should the spring be early 
the planting may be done April 15th. Early planting, while the weather is cool, assures an active root action, 
and the plants are thus ready to work when the hot weather comes on. Cultivation should be intensive, 
that is, gone over thoroughly at least once a week for say six weeks. Then apply a mulch of coarse barnyard 


manure that will completely cover the ground. This mulch will provide the necessary moisture and also do — 


away with the cultivation until the fall season, when the culivator may be started, but very shallow. 


Never allow the flowers to open on the plants, but cut in the bud state, the stems placed in water and taken 


inside, and my! what Roses you will see! Nothing grown under glass to compare with them. Only certain va- 
rieties of Roses are suitable—thOse that are good growers. producing fine buds and flowers on good stems. 
important—The list we name, so far as we know, will do well in all parts of the country. The florist in 
Ohio or Wisconsin should have glorious Roses to cut all summer. You can experiment with a few hundred 
plants. There may be other varieties that in certain localities will fill the bill as a profitable summer cut 
flower. We will consider it a favor if our customers will write us saying what are the best for this pur- 
pose in their different localities.
